Keep Bridge Foes 
Guessing 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


HEN an opponent makes a 
pecullar bid, it doesn’t 
alwnys pay to “keep him 
honest.” For one thing, your 
correction may be un expensive 
venture; and, for unother, the 
enemy muy be more confused 
than your side is about the 
peecullar did. Today’s hand 
iilustrates the principle. 

North’s bid of one spade was 
slightly peculiar, but not really 
unusual., Many experts consider 
any four-card holding bidxdable, 
even four cards headed by the 
five-spot! As-u matter of fact, 
it’s hard to choose a. sensible 
response for North. He isn't 
euger to raise hearts with only 
three small cards in the suit, 
and he tsn’'t eager to bid a mere 
one no-trump with 10 polnts in 
high-card ‘Strength.
